words of Albania.” 
Tile Czechoslovak delegation in­ 
troduced a resolution inviting Al­ 
bania "to stale her point of view 
at the plenary session and at the 
appropriate commissions regarding 
the peace treaty with Italy in which 
she is interested.’’

Tsaldaris took the floor after Po­ 
land had supported the Yugoslav

"It seems,” said Harrim an, “th at 
during the course of studies of the 
habits of people over IOO years old

This residue was found to contain 
significant quantities of pollen.

It can 
then be removed by reverse flushing 
under pressure. 
Use It All Year 
I have received the usual number 
of letters asking if it is necessary 
to shut off the car’s hot water h eat­ 
er in summer. My answer has sur­ 
prised many for I regularly let the 
cooling system circulate through the 
heater core, even though there are 
convenient valves for shutting off 
the heater. My point is th a t the 
heater increases cooling capacity 
Also there are many tim es in sum ­ 
mer when heat is quite desirable 
Of course, I shut the door over the 
heater core and use the cowl vent 
iiator a little more often to com­ 
pensate for any additional heat th at 
may be under the dash by reason 
of the heater. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“I get rather discouraged these 
days to be called upon to do so 
many ring jobs th at ought to be

most of the badly worn engines be 
cause you simply can’t make round 
rings fit unevenly 
worn cylinder

"A retirin g , new rings and ex 
panded pistons cost about 50 per 
cent more than an ordinary ring 
Job, and are IOO per cent more ef­ 
fective in cases of real wear It is 


on them be sure to have this taken 
car of. Obviously if the fluid heats 
up it thins down, and there Ls less 
control. Bear in mind on a hot day 
th at the shocks won't give as much 
control when running over a bad 
piece of roadway. The tires will 
have more air pressure, and the re­ 
sulting combination Is tough on the 
car's springs and its body. 
Sometimes I wonder if it is a good 
idea for some m otorists to know too 
many of the answers to m otor ills. 
I got to thinking about this after 
reading my mail and noting the 
present tendency to try to cover up 
ordinary ring and cylinder wall trou­ 
bles by installing hotter spark plugs. 
Some owners have gone so far as to 
use plugs for commercial engines. 
We know that if a plug is fouling too 
easily the proper step is to install 
a hotter type of plug, provided the 
plug in trouble isn’t already quite 
hot one and the engine Isn’t ob­ 
viously trr^fm arroihCPd stage of 
wear. But if the engine really needs 
an overhauling the use of very hot 
plugs may be a waste of money, and 
trouble too. Such plugs may cause 
excessive preignition on hills or if 
the car is driven hard. 
Relief For Fatigue 
If you sit all day tensed up at the 
wheel you will Invariably arrive at 
your destination weary beyond im ­ 
mediate relief Airplane pilots may 
sit for hours yet they have learned 
ways to exercise while sitting. They 
stretch their toes, twirl their fin­ 
gers, arch their back, roll their head 
around, contract and relax muscles 
In addition to all this the autom o­ 
bile driver can stop and get out for 
short, brisk walk. Change your 
rate of breathing once In a while, 
move the seat for a change in your 
driving position, stop occasionally 
and close your eyes. Any change will 
help fight fatigue

I have been told th a t if I 
would wait until the gas tank is low 
and then put some alcohol into it 
I could clean gummy deposits from 
the carburetor. W hat do you say 
about this?—S. N. W 
A 
I d say forget about it. You 
would be stirring up sedim ent In 
the bottom of the tank and sending 
th a t through to clog the lines and 
the fuel filter, possibly the pump 
and carburetor. If anything has to 
be done to the carburetor, have a 
mechanic rebuild it. He will soak the 
parts in solvents and clean them 
properly,

Pittsburgh, Aug. IO (ZP) — The gov­ 
ernment will operate the nation’s 
soft coal mines indefinitely until full, 
continued 
production 
is 
assured. 
Adm. Ben Moreell, coal mines ad­ 
ministrator. declared here. 
Admiral Moreell told a press con­ 
ference yesterday that while the 
government is "exfeedingly anxious 
to return the pits to private con­ 
trol, "the duration of government 
seizure depends on the ability of the 
United Mine Workers and ttie op­ 
erators to get together and settle 
outstanding differences so we can 
be sure when the mines are turned 
back, production will continue.” 
He said the absence of UMW 
Chieftain John L Lewis from Wash­ 
ington handicapped progress, as well 
as "the reluctance of some operators 
to undertake negotiations with act­ 
ing UMW president John O’Leary.” 
Seizure of the mines was defend­ 
ed by Moreell who said the action 
was "an extension of the war pe­ 
riod.”
